Postage Meter Co. It 
has the approval of Mayor La- 
Guardia and officials of the Port 
Authority and the Regional Plan 
Assn. The desigr. was prepared by 
John F. Budd, chairman of the 
Aviation Section of the Board. 
Some weeks ago we suggested 
that the Post Office Department 
take the lead in providing any 
city in the country, a_ special 
cancellation stamp for use on all 
first class mail. We suggested a 
design which may be typical of a 
city and which would become na- 
tionally recognized as the mark 
or slogan of such city. We recog- 
nize the fact that the expense of 
such designs would be tremendous 
in comparison to the cost of the 
ordinary cancelling stamps but 
suggested that without question, 
every city in the country which 
had the good of its businessmen 
and citizens at heart would gladly 
pay the additional cost for such 
a cencellation stamp which could

see that their city had such 
a cancelaltion stamp which could 
become the officially recognized 
badge or slogan of the city. The 
idea is a splendid one and merits 
investigation, in our estimation.

BILLANCOURT”. 


In the second row, the first is a Postage due stamp of 1F50 
in red, picturing sheaves of grain; the middle stamp is a 1F plus 
1F on 70c greenish blue, a splendid ship stamp with words “Pa- 
QUEBOT PASTEUR” at top. It is probable that this is an issue 
since liberation because the letters “RF” in the lower right cor- 
ner were not blocked out. The stamp in the lower right corner

Golden Rule Cover 
Dealer Chooses Linn’s 


We again welcome Mr. Paul F. 
Goldstein on the last page of this 
issue. It is interesting to know 
that Mr. Goldstein has maintain- 
ed a policy of Golden Rule dealing 
in relation to pricing first day 
covers. 

The basis of his price ranges are 
regulated on the prices that a 
cover is obtainable on the New 
York market. There is not one in- 
stance where a cover is priced 
that it cannot be obtained else- 
where in New York City at the 
price on a cover is slightly high- 
er which is due to a_ superior 
grade of cover which justifies the 
increase. 

He maintains that a collector 
ordering covers by mail should 
have the same privileges of a 
counter buyer and encourages the 
return of covers for exchange or 
refund. We undertsand that he 
has never issued a credit vouch- 


er.

There will be no in- 
dividual mailings of price lists or 
circulars for the duration. All of- 
fers and price changes will be 
advertised in Linn’s exclusively.

To London By Rocket 


It came even quicker than we 
thought it might for last week we 
printed a small item on page four 
in which we stated “Rocket Mail 
Is Coming.” 

Now comes a clipping from a 
Canadian Newspaper, sent us by 
Mr. Wm. Byles which tells of 
Prisoner of war letters from Brit- 
ish prisoners in Germany, being 
carried on the Rocket or V-Bombs 
which the Germans have been 
raining on England. We print the 
entire clipping herewith. 

“The Germans are sending let- 
ters from British prisoners of war 
to next-of-kin in Britain by Ve 
bomb, it was learned tonight. Af- 
ter a recent attack on the north 
of England a leaflet was found in 
one town marked “V-POW Post” 
and contained letters in photostat 
and printed from prisoners.” 

The leaflets were headed: “The 
finder is requested to cut out or 
copy the letters printed here and 
to transmit them to the addreses 
and see that they receive them as 
early as possible. The original let- 
ters are being sent through the 
Red Cross in the usual mail chan- 
nel.”

FRANCE—The semi-postals list- 
ed in last week’s issue have 
been withdrawn from sale. 
FRENCH MOROCCO—Air Mails. 
Two 100Fr. airpost stamps have 
been released according to Sana- 
bria’s Airpost News, under 
conditions reministcent of the 
Egyptian Fort Fued stamps. The 
postal authorities had prepared 
5,000 copies of the 1Fr.50 plus 
98F-50 charity air mail, and 
10,000 of the 100Fr. regular air- 
post issue. When it was appar- 
ent that the demand would far 
exceed the supply it was de- 
cided to sell the stamps to hold- 
ers of family ration cards only 
—five of the charities and ten 
of the regular air mails per fam- 
ily head. As might be expected 
natives mobbed the postal win- 
dows and many of the stamps 
were creased or mutilated in 
getting away. 
HAITI—Surcharge, The 3c Pres. 
Vincent (No. 326) was over- 
printed in red with a 0.0-2 de- 
nomination (11-24-44). Value is 
blocked out with 2 bars. 
LIBERIA—Stamps magazine re- 
ports another surcharged air- 
mail value—a 10c on 2c., red 
orange (C5). 
RUSSIA—Commemoratives. Two 
stamps were issued marking the 
75th anniversary of the birth of 
the heroic Socialist worker, the 
celebrated scientist in the avia- 
tion field—Academician Chaply- 





gin. The two stamps—a 30k., 
black, and a 1R, brown, portray 
Chaplygin with his several dec- 
orations, with the years at the 
top, and the commemorative 
data at the bottom.

Incidently, the colors shown in 
the catalog for this set are all list- 
ed right except for the % gal. 
and 1 gal., which are yellow and 
purple respectively. 

A variety of these Liqua stamps, 
not previously designated, is a set 
distinguished mainly by a very 
heavy “1” preceeding the serial 
number, The Ipt. red which I list- 
ed some time ago belongs in this 
set. In addition I have seen a 4/5 
gal. brown and a 1 qt. orange. 


COLORADO. The “Bennett” 
Liquor stamps have appeared in 
all three values: 3c blue, 6c vio- 
let and 20c orange. Same design 
etce., as the previous set, which 
had the ‘‘Morrison” signature. 


KENTUCKY. A new design has 
appeared in the Wine and Liquor 
stamps of this State. “Kentucky” 
at top, State Seal beneath, then 
bottle size with “Wine” or “Distill- 
ed Spirits” directly below. No 
signatures are included on the 
stamps this time. Wine 1/5 gal 
orange. Liquor-lpt pale blue and 
1/5 gal green. The design is print- 
ed in black. 

LOUISIANA. Recently saw an- 
other of the very elusive Wine 
stamps of this State. It is for “Still 
Wine, 14%-25%: 4/5 quart orange 
and yellow, in the shape of a hori- 
zontal rectangle with a circle at- 
tached at the right. 

OHIO. The recent 1%c Malt 
Beverage stamp with the “Reserve 
Litho. Cleveland, Ohio” imprint 
came out in two types, one with 
imprint close to the design and 
the other with about %4mm more 
space between the imprint and the 
design.

The Bureau has a record of 
all of the plates that have been in 
use since it was established. There 
is no real reason why anyone 
should collect these numbers ex- 
ieept as a doubtful decoration or 
an attempt to enlarge a collection 
which is so narrow in its scope 
as to make it necessary to go in- 
to such detail to keep even its 
owner interested. The same goes 
for First Day covers, only more 
so. Since the post office has 
adopted plan of sending stamp 
designs to the newspapers and 
giving the date on which the new 
stamp will be placed on sale, the 
first day cancellation, which was 
only of interest in establishing 
the earliest known date of use of 
a stamp on which no such rec- 
ord was available, is of no real 
use and of less philatelic value. 
To be attractive the First Day 
cover has to be decorated with 
a cachet, the philatelic bearing of 
which is almost invariably nil, 
to make the collector who goes 
in for them want to buy it. 

The collecting of bloeks and 
first day covers was encouraged 
by dealers shortly after the last 
war, not because of any special 
merit on the part of either but to 
get rid of surplus stock, open a 
new field for sales, and keep 
people collecting U. S. at a time 
when our government was still 
using a design that had been cur- 
rent in one perf. or another, 
wmked., or unwmked., since

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OLD GENERAL WINTER ATTACKS 

For our part we always loved good brisk winter weather. It 
makes one feel like taking a deep breath once in a while rather than 
gasp for fresh air as one must too often do in the hot summer 
months, However we prefer our winter without the breakdown of 
facilities such as we suffered this week and which 
we attribute to a frontal attack by Old General 
Winter. The past holidays were handicap enough 
for the printing plant closed on both Christmas and 
New Years day thus throwing the paper a day later 
each week. This was not too inconvenient although 
any holiday always adds up and leaves us with extra 
work for another day and as a result we usually 
try to get in a few licks, no matter what the day. 
But on top of this New Year Holiday, Old General 
Winter staged one of his most fierce attacks that 
this section of the country has suffered in years.

Our gas supply was shut off Tuesday morning and that meant scurry- 
ing around and finding some method of continuing with our work for 
copy must be prepared and everything kept up in our department 
if we hope to keep the paper moving on time, 

Our printers felt this gas shortage also for the metal pots on the 
linotype machines are heated by gas and no molten metal, no linotype 
slugs can come from the machines. Fortunately however our issue 
for the 4th was all in type and waited only to be stereotyped and 
put on the presses for the plant is steam heated and the presses would 
function, but there was another snag which however was got around 
by the ingenuity of Mr. Watkins, the plant manager. 

This was the stereotyping outfit. Our paper is printed on a large 
web press of the same type as used on the big city dailies, the pages 
are stereotyped, made into cylindrical plates and the equipment for 
making these plates is a gas heated oven or boiler. This, too, was 
short of gas and through the efforts of Mr. Watkins a charcoal fire 
was put into the machine and sufficient heat obtained for making the 
stereotypes, thus the paper came through on schedule. 

For our own work, we have an office in the News building which 
is heated by a gas stove and with the failure of the gas we were up 
against it for heat. Our home is heated by a coal furnace and fortu- 
nately we have an electric range for cooking so had complete comfort 
at home except for hot water, in the usual manner, 

We must answer letters and work on copy however so to remedy 
that matter we found a second hand typewriter that was for sale, 
bought the machine and moved it to our residence where we have 
recently fitted up a large room for a study. We have been working 
with an idea to make a complete office room at home in order that we 
might spend part of our time there in more comfortable surroundings. 

We recently put in a big life size desk, a comfortable leather of- 
fice chair and other equipment and now with the addition of a type- 
writer we are fixed for any emergency and can work night and day 
if occasion demands. 

About the time we had all this settled, the weather moderated 
a bit and the gas came back. Oh well, we can still use the home office 
as we intended, that is for the special work that we hope to accom- 
plish in our spare hours. We will soon have everything in the shape 
we have been striving for for years past and will then be able to give 
more prompt attention to our mail and we do hope to be able to find 
time to prepare some special articles. Right now we are working over 
the V-Mail forms and envelopes, giving the envelopes the first at- 
tention and we have found them a very fascinating field, having 
already identified more than 20 different “knives” that have been 
used in their cutting and probably twice that many different print- 
ings as well as many different windows. 

Probably 50 or 60 different envelopes have been identified thus 
far and these are all OFFICIAL envelopes. Several from overseas 
use are at hand and the study is an interesting one. We hope to print 
an illustrated article on these and perhaps put the matter into a 
handbook.
